All smiles, Salisbury 
talks as if he were reminiscing 
about his closest of friends. 
“He was a newspaperman’s 
delight. He was always doing 
something absolutely crazy 
and unexpected. He loved to 
ted like Saneds -asigel ec}. 1 4ace 
particularly liked to talk to 
newsmen because I[ think all 
he had was yes men around 
him and he was just bored.” 

Comparing Khrushchev to 
the current leaders in the 
Kremlin, Salisbury says, 
“Khrushchev was great fun. 
The present gang are a bunch 
of gray coat bureaucrats with 
no personality. They are a 
bunch of lumpids.” 

His blue eyes sparkle when 
Salisbury remembers 
Khrushchev’s famous visit to 


the United Nations in 1959,] 
“The first day at the U.N.] 


Khrushchev had beaten on his 
desk like you beat on a drum. 
Andrei Gromyko, the Russian 
foreign Minister, is a very 
staid and dignified guy and 
was sitting beside Khrushchev 
and saw what his boss was 
doing.” (Salisbury had 
observed the incident with 
great interest from _ the 
reporters’ glass booth.) 
““Gromyko very gently 
pounded with his fists, but it 
was very painful to do.” 
Salisbury timidly pounds on 
the back of the front seat in 
much the same way Gromyko

Monday Magazine sent 
writer Anthonie Woller to 
Salt Lake. City in the car 
which picked McCord up and 
brought him to BYU. He 
interviewed him in the 
backseat on the way to Provo 
(see story behind the story, 
pg. 2). 

McCord is a graduate of the 
University of Arkansas and 
received a master’s degree in 
journalism from Colombia. 
Since 1954, he has worked 
for the Little Rock Democrat 
as a reporter, associate editor 
and finally executive editor. 
Here is Woller’s report: 


Monday Magazine: Recent 
polls show public confidence 
in the press is at an all-time 
FowW. jis (<a he ad- of 
congressmen and garbage 
collectors. What, in your 
opinion, are the causes of 
decline of public confidence 
in the press? 


McCord: I think there are 
several causes. To be real 
honest about it, in some 
instances the press has 
behaved badly. A person who 
is misquoted or treated 
unfairly, will forever have 
negative feelings about the 
credibility of the press. I also 
believe there are enemies of 
the press abroad in the land. 
There have been several men 
in very prominent positions 
who make it their business to 
criticize the press at every 
possible instance. For 
€2x a Mp lie ..Gae nesta | 
Westmoreland - when a man 
of his stature goes out and 
says the press is irresponsible 
and did aabadeejob— in 
Vietnmam, there are certain 
number of people who are 
going to believe that. 

Another reason is that this 
country is not what it used to 
be. We are a country of 


instant information, of 
information overkill. So 
many people are aware of 
what’s going on because more 
people are exposed to the 
news. They read of bad news 
and no one likes bad news. 
It’s human nature for them to 
strike out at somebody. In 
hostility, they attack the

messenger. I don’t fault the 
American people. It is very 
natural to strike out at a 
person who brings you bad 
news. It is not really a loss of 
our credibility. It is a result 
of our role as a bearer of bad 
tidings. 


Monday Magazine: Newsmen 
often hear the complaint that 
we print mostly the bad news 
and very little good news. 
How do you react to 
someone’s complaint about 
the high proportion of bad 
news in the press? 


McCord: My job is to be a 
journalist. It is not my job to 
play God. I do not sit up 
there and decide this will be 
bad for people and that will 
be good. That’s not my job. 
That’s playing God. If people 
want that type of thing, they 
ought to talk to their 
minister. The journalist’s role 
is to present to the reader or 
viewer the most significant 
events of the day, be they 
good or bad.

that one of the causes for the 
decline in the public 
confidence in the press is that 
the press, at times, is too big 
for its britches. Do you 
agree? 


McCord: I think he’s right on 
target. The press is arrogant 
too often. We are too slow to 
retract. We don’t like to 
admit our mistakes. We are 
too thin-skinned, and we over 
react to criticisms. 
I think the attempt to add 
a national news council is a 
very fine thing. We have 
needed it in this country fora 
long time. But I’m afraid the 
idea will die because too 
many of the prestigious 
newspapers and broadcast 
outlets have absolutely 
refused to cooperate. The 
only way I know how to 
describe their attitude is 
arrogance. We need a council 
that will say when we make 
mistakes. It would have no 
power to take away licenses 
because we don’t want 
licensing. It’s only power

his researchers discovered 
that the metal hydrides 
provide an increased margin 
of safety. In the event of a 
serious collision, the only 
flammable material inside the 
tank would be a small 
amount of hydrogen in 
gaseous form. 

The weight of the storage 
tanks required for the bus, 
which can run for four hours 
without refueling, makes 
present use of the fuel 
impractical for conventional 
cars. According to Billings, it 
will be years before an 
adequate system can be 
developed to convert private 
automobiles. The bus is just 
One Of Many, Uses) OL 
hydrogen being researched by 
the Billings Corporation. The 
company has now developed 
the technology to convert 
almost any gas appliance to 


hydrogen. 
Billings first “became 
interested in the use of 


hydrogen as energy when he 
was a high school student in 
Provo. 

As a ninth grader, he 
thought of the idea of 
running a car on hydrogen 
while watching an experiment 
in a science class. He asked 
the teacher after class if a 
person could run a car on 
hydrogen. “I don’t know why 
not,” was the reply. 

Billings began working on 
the project as a sophomore in 
high school. He started out 
with a rusty lawn mower 
engine, which after two years 
of work, finally came out 
with a metallic, gutty sound 
approximating that of an 
engine. 

Three months later, 
Billings, then a senior in high 
school, brought forth what is 
believed to be the nation’s 
first hydrogen-powered 
automobile, a Model A Ford. 
It produced ‘“‘very little

Billings won first place 


honors in the Utah Valley 
science fair and went on to 
win a fourth award in the 
International Science fair in 
Dallas. 

By this time, he was really 
hooked on hydrogen. “When 
Le c0t. to tne aye ledecidedal 
wanted to get an education 
that would qualify me to run 
a hydrogen research park,” he 
said. In addition to pursuing 
his scientific studies, Billings 
took a mixture of classes in 
other fields that would, 
qualify him to run a business. 

With the assistance of 
several BYU professors, a 
computer, and some research 
grants, Billings continued 
with his research, winning 
first prize in the Urban 
Vehicle Design Competition 
near Detroit in 1972 with a 
hydrogen-powered 
Volkswagon, At thie 
competition, 
discovered someone else who 
spoke the language of 
automotive hydrogen, Frank 
Lynch. 

Lynch, now vice-president 
and director of engineering at 
the Billings corporation, had 
organized the first hydrogen 
engine studyproject in 1970 
and knew something about 
metal hydrides. The two 
joined forces and organized 
Energy Research the same 
year, leasing an old barracks 
near the Provo State Hospital. 


As their work progressed 
under an $8,000 contract 
irOm tne Merrerniay 
Foundation, the partners 
began to develop a metal 
hydride system. to store 
hydrogen. They were joined 
by a task force of specialists 
including Drs. Donald 
MacKay of the U. of U. and 
Angus Blackham of BYU. In 
1973, they merged with a
